MOROFSKY’S CALL ON THE POLICE. 


Tyne lashing method of justice seems to be 
the resuit of some hours’ meditation. When 
Mr. Morofsky ascertained the address of his 
wife he called upon the po- 
lice to have Stomke . arrested. 
He was surprised to learn that he 
could not have him arrested unless his wife 
went to jail also, so he refused to have the 
police interfere at all. He said he did not 
want his wife arrested. He wanted to take 
her back again, but he did want to see the 
alleged despoller of his home punished for the 
G@lienation of his wife’s affections. 
Mr. Morofsky is aman about 4 years old, 
and his wife is a good-looking woman of 88 
years. They have been married for twenty 
years, but no children have deen born to 
hem. 


BARCELONA BOMBS. 


Six Leaded With Dynamite Found in a 
Private Garden. 


BARCELONA, Nov. 20.—Another dynamite 
scare has occurred here, Six lo-ded bombs 
have been found in the garden of a private 
house, and it is supposed that they were hi- 
den there by Anarchists whose houses were 
likely to be searched by the police. 

The police continue their efforts to capture 
Anarchists. Arrests are continually taking 
place. A Frenchman and an Italian have 
been arrested with arms and revolutionary 
documentsin their possession. They have 


been placed aboard the warships, as these 
are considered to be safer than the prisons. 
The entire audience at the Eldorado 
Theater yesterday was thrown into a semi- 
panic when one of the spectators in the 
gallery accidentally dropped his hat into the 


stalls.

ae Nor DISCONCERSED BY ITS 
PUBLICITY. 


Minister Thurston in Conference With 
Secretary of State This Morning—He 
Called by Invitation — Statements 
Upon. Which Cleveland’s Commis- 
sioner Based His Conclusions—Severe 
on Minister Stevens. 


WasHINGToN, D. O., Nov. 20.—The pub- 
lication of the Blount report on Hawall this 
morning does not seem to have disconcerted 
the State Department particularly. It proves 
to contain little that was not summarized 
and indicated in the Gresham letter to th 
President, Secretary Gresham still ee 
that he has nothing to say on the subject an 
that nothing is to be given out. 

It is intimated that the Blount report was 
stolen from the Government Printing Office, 
where it was put into type on Saturday 
night, 

No confirmation or denialof the accuracy 
of the published report cab be had from the 
Secretary of State’s office beyond the asser - 
tion that Seeretary Gresham's letter on 
the subject contained the substance of it. 

The Hawaiian Minister, Mr. Thurston, was 
in conference with the Secretary of State 
this morning. It wasnot the intention at 
the Hawalian Legation after the ar- 
rival of the Australia on Saturday 
to seek the State Department for light on the 
course of events proposed in Hawall. It 18 
conjectured that the Hawaiian Minister’s 
call is by invitation.

the Importent Features of 


Blount’s Report. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 20.—Little by 
little the report of Commisioner Blount upon 
which Secretary Gresham’s letter was based 
and instructions given to Minister WI Is is 
leaking out. Just why the full report bas 
not been given to the public does not appear. 
It ts now known that in his report to the State 
Department Mr. Blount declared that Minis- 
ter Stevens was responsidle for the Queen's 
overthrow,and summed up his conclusions in 
the following language: 

**I consider that it is now established be- 
yond controversy that Mr.Stevens recognized 
the Provisional Government before the bar- 
racks and station house had been surren- 
dered or agreed to be surrendered. 
Before the committee ok thirteen 
went up to proclaim the Provisional Govern - 
ment they senta gentleman to see if there 
were any troops in the government building. 
On learning that there were none the com- 
mittee quietly went up in two or more 
squads, and uniting at the government 
building, read their proclamation. Without 
making any demand for the surrender of 
the palace in which were the Queen and 
her friends, with some fifty soldiers, the bar- 
racks a little beyond the palace with about 
eighty men well equipped with small arms 
and artillery and with the station-house, 
some 600 yards oft, occupied dy 200 men well 
armed and equipped, they asked and ob- 
tained from the American Minister recogni- 
tion as a government de facto. On this ba- 
sis the minds ofthe Cabinet ana Queen were 
operated upon to give up the barracks and 
station-house and to have her surrender to 
the Provisional Government. In this way 
the revolution reached its solution.’’ 

DAMON’S STATEMENT TO BLOUNT. 

One of the most important parts of Blount’s 
report isthe facts he gleaned from 8. A. 
Damon, who is now President of the Advisory 
Council of the Hawatlian Provisional Govern- 
ment. The interview with Damon, sub- 
mitted tothe State Departmentfby Blount, 
was reported stenographically and signed 
by Damon as being correct. He was one of 
the men who went up to the Government 


house Monday afternoon, Jan. 17, to read the 
proclamation declaring the Queen deposed 
— — new government in control. Mr.

CARTER’S STATEMENT. 

J. O. Carter, another of the prominent men 
engaged in the revolutionary effort, addressed 
to Mr. Blount, under date of May 3, a letter 
giving his version of the events of Jan. 17, as 
follows: 

At 6:30 o’clock of the evening of that day 
I was called tothe Government building. I 
met there Judge Dole, Gharles Carter, S. Mu. 
Damon andtwenty or thirty other leading 


men. There was a-great deal of excitement. 
They told me that Minister Stevens had 
recognized the new .@overnment. I was 
asked to go with a committee to the palace 
to inform her majesty that she was deposed. 
I joined the party h by Mr. Damon and 
proceeded to the palace 

Mr. Damon in ormed her majesty of the 
establishment of a Provisional Government 
and of her being de posed and that she might 
prepare a protest if she wished to. An awk- 
ward pause followed, which I broke by ad- 
dressing her majesty, expressing sympathy 
and advised her that any demonstration on 
the part of her forces would. precipitate a 
conflict with the forces of the United States, 
that it was desirable that such conflict be 
avoided; that her case would be considered 
at Washington, and a peaceful submission to 
force on her part would greatly help her 
cause, 

„H. A. Widdemann addressed her 
majesty, saying that he believed that the 
result would bea repetition ofthe scenes of 
1843, when the wall by G1 n and the flag were 
restored to Hawaii by Great Britain. I was 
moved to advise her Majesty as 1 did be 
cause it was reported on the streets that 
Minister Steveus had said that ff the revo- 
lutionists obained ee ofthe Govern- 
ment buildings he would recognize them as a 
government.

STEVENS’ 1 

In his report to the State Department, 
dated May 6, Commissioner Blount describes 
at some length the difficulties which he en- 
countered in obtaining Stevens’ copies of 
correspondenee withthe Hawaiian Govern- 
ment. Mr. Blountadds: ‘‘This same difi- 
culty occurred When I called upon him for 
the communication from the Committee of 
Safety asking for the landing of troops from 
the Boston. When Mr. Stevens finally turned 
over the records of correspondence he ad- 
mitted that he haa recognized the Pro- 
visional Government before the barracks 
and station-house had been surrendered; 
that he did not consider their,surrender of any 
impertance,. In my last a1 spatch Lieut. 
Swinburne fixes the surrender of the station- 
house at about 7:300’clock. This morning he 
called and informed me that Lieut. Draper 
had said to him that the station- house was 
not surrendered until after dark. I inclose 
Lieut. Draper’s statement.’ 

Commissioner Blount submits the original 
of Mr. Stevens’ note, dated the i6th, asking 
for the use of the Opera- house hall for Capt. 
Wiltse and his men. The agent of the hall 
declined 4 ge the use thereof because the 
buliding had been damaged during the Wil- 
cox insurrection of 1889. 

EVIDENCE OF A PREARRANGED PLAN. 

Commissioner Biount continues: This 
building, Lieut, Swinburne informs me, was 
agreed upon on board the Boston before the 


troops were landed asthe best place for the 
location of the Boston’s men. He suggested 
on shipboard that the troops be quartered 
near the wharf so as to be near their base of 
supplies, the same thing having been done 
when Admiral Skerrett landed the troops in 
1874. Capt. Wiltse and Mr. Stevens thought 
it better that they should be located in the 
Opera-house. Failing to get this building, 
Arion Hall, which is on a line with it and 
adjoins it, and is across the street from the 
Government buliding, was obtained for 
the troops. The men were placed in the rear 
of Arion Hall, but in full view of the palace. 
A street intervened between the Government 
building and the palace. It was 350 yards 
from one of these builaings to the other. 
The American troops were on the same side 
of the latter street with the Provisional Gov- 
ernment troops, which did not probably 
number 100 men. If the Queen's troops 
should have attacked the Provisional Gov- 
ernment’s troops our men were in danger of 
being hares, which might have brought 
them into collision with the een’s 
troops. The same is true i the 
Provisional Government troops had ad- 
vanced on the place. If the american troops 
were landed to protect American property 
and the persons of American citizens, their 
location at this place unfortunately her 
fed a different purpose. The Queen er 
cabinet and her followers undou edly be- 
lieved from the location of the American 
troops and the quick recognition of the Pro- 
visional Government by Mr. Stevens that the 
United States forces would aid the Provis- 
— Government forces in the event of a 
conflict.“

The Police Think Joseph J. Cook 
Met With Foul Play. 


Believe the Stable Was Fired to Conceal 
1 Crime. g 


CLAIM THE MAN HAD A QUARREL WITH 
HIS COMPANIONS. 


Thomas Madden, One of the Men With 
Cook When He Lost His Life Saturday 
Wight, Testifies at the Inquest To-Day 
and Is Held to Await Developments— 
Fignn and Keenan, the Other Mem- 
bers of the Quartette, Still Missing. 


Detectives Danaher and Schoppe and Om 
eer Bart Keaney of the Central District are 
investigating the death of Joseph J. Cook, 
the peddler who was cremated yesterday 
morning in James Newberry’s stable, 2347 
Papin street. Thos. Madden, who with John 
Flynn and John Keenan, also peddlers, 
had been Cook’s companiofis up to the time 
he met his death, occupies a cell in the Four 
Courts holdover, while his two companions, 
Flynn and Keenan, are being sought by the 
police. 

The theory of the officers is that Cook was 
first murdered or beaten, and to conceal the 
crime his body was thrown into the stable, 
which was fired. In support of this 
theory the police state they have 
learned that at 1:30 o’clock Sunday morniag 
there was a fight in the alley on which the 
stable is located, in which Madden, Cook, 
Fiynma and Keenan, they allege, were the 
participants. It is also sald that 
the fight grew out of Cook's 
refusal to go to the saloon 
of Jchn Haley on Jefferson avenue and At- 
lantic street and get some money he had on 
deposit there. Thecrowd was broke, and it 
is said they wanted more Deer. Cook had $5 
in money in the hands of Mr. Haley, but 
the crowd, it is stated, only knew of him 
placing $1 in Mr. Haley’s saloon for safe 
keeping. He did this on Saturday night be- 
fore he started drinking. 

He spent the greater part, 
Saturday night, with Madden, 
Keenan canning beer. 

MADDEN’S TESTIMONY.

ELECTIVE JUDGES. 


The defeat of Maynard in New York is 
another refutation of the argumentagainst 
popular elections of judges. The objec- 
tion so often urged against this mode of 
choosing judicial officers is that it brings 
the bench into politics and tends to give it 
a partisan color. Besides, it is said that 
such officials should not be subject to pop- 
ular whims or fancies. If looked at with- 
out the light of experience and without 
comparison with the other system these 
objections commend themselves to most 
minds. 

But the facts are the other way. Ap- 
pointed judges have not given any more 
satisfaction than those elected by the peo- 
ple. As a whole, they have rather lost 
public confidence by their unmistakable 
disposition to enlarge the power of 
the moneyed interests against the 
people, Executives naturally like 
to get the most distinguished 
and capable lawyers for such offices, 
and these are found among those whose 
associations, for the most part, have given 
their minds a distinct bias. They are 


ways good men, in the sense that they are 
not in touch with the people and devoted 
to Democratic ideals. 

Elected judges on the other hand, while 
not asa rule falling short as jurists, are 
usually men who have studied political 
and legal questions from a better stand- 
point, or at any rate have got into the 
habit of taking broader views of justice 
and public policy. Whatever else may be 
said of this habit it cannot be denied that 
it tends to harmonize our judicature with 
our system of popular self government and 
with healthy ideas of progress,

The Essence of an Income Tax. 
From the New Yorn World. 

The essence of an income tax is its fairness, 
its imposition of the burdens of taxation ac. 
cording to the ability to pay. Theoryand 
experience agree that a just income tax 
should exempt all incomes so small that the 
payment of the tax upon them must involve 
some Geprivation of the necessaries and 
comforts of life, and that all incomes above 
that limit should be taxed in a ratio increas- 
ing as the incomes increase. 

Under this system it is superfiuity, not 
necessity, that pays. Under it luxury of in- 
dulgence and not living expense is the thing 
abridged. Such a tax isfair. It impresses

Here is my experience in the Knoxville 
(Tenn.) prison: Lama paper hanger, and 
while working in Knoxville last year was ar- 
rested and fined $5 for being a little intoxt- 
cated, and not having but $8 offered this, 
which was refused, andI got sixty days on 
the county roads, though I had committed 
no erime. I wanted to write to St. Louis for 


the money, but they only laughed at me, and 
said they would show me how they did 
things down there. 

Convict clothes and chains and the whip- 
ping-block just for a drunk! Well, I was 
next morning, with several others, taken 
seven miles in the country to the stockade, 
and witha convict-striped suit and a chain 
on my ankle, was put to work tickling the 
earth with a pick and shovel. 

The food for prisoners costs 6 cents a day, 
and consists of very poor corn-bread and a 
very small plece of the fattest salt meat; 
sometimes cow: peas. 

If the guard reports you for anything, 
which he will on the slightest cause, you are 
taken in the corridor and flogged. lsaw no 
less than thirty negroes and two white men 
whipped while there. 

The guards are ignorant East Tennessee 
hoosiers, and would do anything to hold 
their $15-a-month job, and nothing pleases 
them more than to see some poor unfortun- 
ate whipped. They even invite their friends 
toseethefun. It would take a dook to tell 
what I saw there in sixty days. O. R.

probable that a partial report will be sub- 
mitted early in the approaching session. 
There are two sub-committees, one of them 
composed of Senators George, Bates and 
Proctor, dealing with cotton, and another, 
composed of Senators Peffer, Roach and 
Washburn, who have charge of the grain and 
live stock branch of the inquiry. 

Senator Peffer has been devoting the pres- 
ent Congressional interim to the prepara- 
tion of his report, the facts for which were 
gathered during the recess of last spring and 
summer.

MONTEVIDEO, Uruguay, Nov. 20.—Minister 
Ossis, who arrived yesterday in company 
with Dr. Louls Murat of Brazil, states that 
Mello bus ten men-of-war, twenty armed 
merchant vessels, several torpedo 
boats and 6,000 men, but they 
reckon among these the crulser 
Libertad and some other vessels which will 
romain neutral, as well as the ironclad 
Reachuelo and the cruiser Benjamin Con- 
stant, which are supposed to be now on their 
way over from Europe. They also count up- 
on several cruisers and torpedo boats now on 
their way to Rio from different points where 
they have been recently purchased, it is said. 
Minister Ossis says the rebels declare that 
twenty-seven naval officers on the Reachuelo 
and Benjamin Constant, together with 900 
members of the crews, are firm supporters of 
Mello's cause. The possession of the Island 
of OCatbarina has been regarded from the 
start, he says, as most important. 

Notwithstanding the bombardment of Rio, 
theaters and other places of amusement con- 
tinue to be frequented as usual. Forts 
Nictheroy and tSanta Cruz have caused the 
explosion of three magazines of powder bo- 
longing to the rebels. President Peixoto 
appears to be determined to defend his Aa- 
ministration to the utmost extremity. The 
struggle is really one between the navy and 
the army and the latter, it is said, w up- 
hold Peixoto to the bitter end.

Ferished— Wind and Wave. 


Loxpov, Nov. 20.—The gale in the English | 


Channel was renewed with fury to-day. all 
the boats running between Calais aud Dover 
are storm; bound at these two ports, 
and vessels which are arriving at Dover every 
hour report having experienced the most 
fearful weather in the channel and in the 
North sea. Disasters and fatalities are re- 
portedon all sides,and distressed vessels 
aretobe seen off every part of the coast. 
The lifeboats have been working gallantly 
for nearly three days, and have succeeded in 
saving a large number of lives, 

The storm has also caused great havoc in- 
land and is continuing its work of destruc- 
tion. The Saffron and Walden brancn of the 
Great Eastern kailroad is blocked with 
snow and snow has also stopped all traffic on 
the Great Northern Rallroad between 
Ashwell and Harston. Near Ashwell a rail- 
road train is embedded in a twenty-foot 
drift of snow anda gang of 100 men with a 
snow plow nave been at work all day trying 
to get the way clear. 

Eight fishing boats belonging to Hastings, 
each carrying a crew of from five to eigut 
men, are still unreported this afternoon, and 
but little hope is entertained that they have 
survived the storm. 

Off Clethorp, County of Lincoln, to-day, 
eight vessels are ashore. 

The body of Edward Moore, a well-known 
Staffordshire farmer, was found frozen in 
the snowdrifts at Scarborough. A quantity 


of wreckage belonging to various vessels has 
been washed ashore at Yarmouth. 

The gale raged with terrific force all night 
and many more fishing boats are reported 
missing. Another large portion of the pier 
at Calais, France, was washed away to-day 
land the pliers at Dieppe are also so severe- 
ly damaged that steamboats cannot enter the 
harbor, Channel traffic is now stopped at 
all points, and many passengers who have 
been waiting since Saturday to cross the 
aon have been putto great inconven- 
ence. 

The body of Sir Robert Morier, late British 
Ambassador at St. Petersburg, who died on 
Nov. 16 at Montreux, on the Lake 
of Geneva, has been waiting at 
Calais since Saturday for the weather 
to moderate sufficiently to enable it tobe 
transported across the channel. The funeral, 
which was fixed for to-day in England, will 
therefore have to be postponed. 


DAMAGE AT FLENSBURG. 

BERLIN, Nov. 20.—A dispatch from Flens- 
burg, Schleswig-Holstein, says that the 
northwest gale which has been prevalling 
has driven the sea over the low-lying por- 
tions of the town, completely flooding them. 
It was wired that the water was still rising 
and that the damage done was very great. 


The storm has caused considerable damage 
in nearly all the Baltic ports and a number 
of wrecks are reported, 


ON LABOR TROUBLES. 


Chiefs Arihur and Sargent Here to Meet 
the Terminal Management, 


Grand Chief P. M. Arthur of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Engineers and Grand 
Chief F. P. Sargent of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen arrived in St. Louis this 
morning and are to-day holding a con- 
ference with members of the local lodges 
regarding the yrievance the employes of the 
St. Louis Terminal Assotiation have against 
the company. Some three weeks ago the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen held a 
meeting at Druid’s Hall, at which 
time the employes ofthe Terminal Asso- 
clatlon protested against the management 


of the Terminal Association promoting new 
employes over men who had been in the ser- 
vice for years. Ihe employes present at the 
meeting also claimed that they were not paid 
according tothe agreement, and that their 
run was longer than it should be accord 

to the contract, A commit- 
tee was appointed to call on 
Mr. Ramsey, General Manager of the asso- 
clation, and ascertain ifthe matter could be 
amicably adjusted. The committee paid its 
respects to ‘ir. Ramsey, but nothing was 
accomplished, that gentleman ciaiming that 
the association had no contract with 
any railway. organization and recognized 
none. He admitted, however, that the as- 
sociation had an agreemeut. with its em- 
ployes which it had lived up to. He stated 
that he was aware that quite a number ofthe 
employes were members of rall- 
road organizations, but the man- 
agement reserved the right to promote, 
discharge and employ whom it pleased. This 
information was conveyed to Messrs. Arthur 
and Sargent, and they are here to see what 
can be done in the way of effecting 
a compromise which will be satisfactory to 
all parties interested. The grand chiefs claim 
that they have a contract with the Terminal 
association, made while Dr. Taussig was 
acting in the capacity of General Manager as 
well as President. In response to a note 
sent this morning General Manager Ramsey 
replied to the Grand Chief at noon 
to- ‘aay that he would be pleased to meet 
them at his office at 10 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. Untilafter the conference it can only 
be surmised as to how the difficulty will beg 
settled.

A knife 
was found on him and he was taken to the 
station, Whereupon a second search it was 
discovered that he had been shot. He was 
stripped and a large bullet wound found in 
the left side of the abdomen, from which the 
dliood was pouring freely. 

He was taken to the Dispensary and from 
there to the Hospital, his wound being pro- 
pounced probably fatal. 

Smith bad an encounter with some negroes 
before Omer Mader came up and attempted 
to arrest him. He says it was one of the 
negroes who shot bim, and not the officer. 

Officer Mader was attended at his home by 
Dr. Steinmetz, who pronounced his wound 
serious. He does not know whether he 
struck Smith when he shot at him, but the 

probabilities are that he did.
